8t«el said Bolamuth, formerly 
connected with the &£anhattan 
atoit>lc^^ro]ect, has been teaching 
the "rudiments" of atomic power 
at the Jefferson school of social 
science In New York. 

The communists, the witness said, 
maintain schools In America as tools 
of propaganda and BBllatlon. He 
said the New York and San nan- 
clsco schools are the two largest. ' 

Steel was the first of 1* witnesses 
%A*iduled for a week's hearings on 
^ communist activity. He testified 
additionally:

The communists are "pushing" for 
creating of a major, third political 
party. 

The communists hare estabUabed 
schools In Hollywood. Boston and 
Cleveland, In addition to those at 
San ftanclsco and New York. 

The. Bon Francisco and New York 
schools are on the government's ap- 
proved list for Ol educational ben- 
efits, as a result of state certifica- 
tion.

1. Upwards of 100,000 card-carry- 
ing meubcra of the OoDomunlst 
party.

calling these practices as eoonom* 
ically unsound as "Ibnltatlons on 
production, capad^ and new tech- 
niques on the part of manage- 
ment," 

On the optimistic side, Mr. Tru- 
man noted that nl civilian produc- 
tion records were passed by mld- 
1M7. He said goods and servloea 
were being produced at an annual 
rate of 1339.000.000,000 and that ta , 
June, the employment level went 
well beyond 60,000,000 jobs. 

He found that prices which In- 
creased sharply late in IBM and 
early this year bad leveled off this 
April, May and June because sup- 
ply is catciilng up with demand, 
and because there is an Increase 
In consumer resistance.

WASHINQTON. July 31 (ff}— The 
army sir forces is develiqring and 
probably will teat in the next few 
months a 43,000-pound tuper-siie 
b. So far as is known, this will 
be the largest standard-explosive— 
that is, non-atomio— mlaalle ever 
made. 

TtM weight of the bomb suggests 
that It Is Intended for use In such 
aircraft as the B-38, which la cap- 
able of carrying 88 tons of explos- 
ives and is equipped with a bomb 
bay of enormous dimensions. 

The AAF had even larger bombs 
— one of 100,000 pounds— under con- 
sideration and in the blueprint 
stage, tnit designers said privately 
today that a curtailed research pro- 
gram resulted In shelving these 
projects.
